Stood Off a Mob cf Fifty Bent on 
Lynching. 



Turkish Troops Spread Destruction. 
Along Their Route — Villages Rob- 
bed, Women Violated and 
Christians Outraged. 



Sofia, Bulgaria, SepL 1. — Both In 
official and revolutionary circles the 
opinicn is freely held that war be- 
tween Bulgaria and Turkey is immi- 
nent and can be averted by nothing 
short of a miracle. It is not expected 
that either government will formally 
declare hostilities, but the prevailing 
conditions will force on a war. 

There is no question that large num- 
bers of insurgents have recently cross- 
ed the frontier. An executive out- 
break in Northern Macedonia is pos- 
sible any day. 

The Autonoraie prints a telegram 
from Constantinople declaring that the 
sultan, informed by the counsels of 
Germany, now favors a war with Bul- 
garia. The Turks here, however, take 
an optimistic view, asserting that 
there is no danger cf a war, as Turkey 
does not desire one and Prince Ferdi- 
nand and the present Bulgarian gov- 
ernment are not in a position to force 
hostilities. 

The Bulgarian agent at Uskub re- 
ports that the detachments of Turkish 
troops sent to garrison the small 
towns in that vilayet have spread de- 
struction along their route; the vil- 
lagers have been robbed and beaten, 
the women violated and the Chriidian 
population subjected to every -W on- 
ceivable outrage, while the loca^T au- 
thorities appear to be helpless tefe.-top 
the atrocities. At the village of 
Drac-hevo, six miles from Uskub, the 
soldiers attacked all the peasants 
without the gendarmes interfering on 
behalf of the latter. The Bulgarian 
agents specifies similar excesses in 
many other villages and the position 
of the Bulgarian residents is reported 
to be terrible, as the cruelties com- 
mitted by the Turkish authorities ex- 
ceeded all limits.

When the mob demanded that Jaiicr 
Galloway turn the Negro over to them, 
Galloway armed himself, and, after 
reasoning with the men from the jail 
door, he warned them that any effort 
to force the jail door would be at their 
peril. The mob, in spite of the jailer's 
words, made several ineffectual at- 
tempts to break down the jail doors, 
finally dispersing about daylight. 

Many of the colored people are tak- 
ing sides with Griffin, though some of 
them have, in fear of a race riot, left 
the town. 

No trouble has followed the visit of 
the mob to the jail Tuesday morning, 
but preparations are making to take 
the Negro to Canai for safekeeping. 

Indianola, Neb., Sept 2. — Four mask- 
ed men before daylight Tuesday morn- 
ing broke into the county jail here 
and attempted to blow off the locks of 
the steel cage occupied by Charles M. 
McMillen, slayer of Lee Jones, await- 
ing trial on a charge of murder. They 
succeeded in getting two of the locks 
off. but the noise aroused the jailer 
and the men fled. The identity of the 
men is unknown, and whether their 
purpose was to harm or liberate Mc- 
Millen is equally am ystery.

The sur- 
plus for August, 1902, was $5,492,000. 
The receipts from the several sources 
of revenue, with the increases or de- 
creases as compared with August, 
1902, are given as follows: 

Customs, $25,121,714; decrease, $1.- 
161,000; internal revenue, $19,288,486;

Sofia, Bulgaria, Sept. 2. — The Mace 
donian revolutionists awaited the an- 
niversary of the sultan’s accession to 
proclaim the long anticipated general 
Insurrection in Northern Macedonia, 
the proclamation of which was issued 
Tuesday, signed by all tne members of 
the insurgent general staff. The new 
outbreak is headed by the famous 
Macedonian leaders, Gen. Zontchieif, 
president of the Macedonian committee, 
and Col. Jankoff, who was wounded in 
the ris’ng of 190’. The new territory 
covers the district in the valley of the 
Struma, at the base cf the Rhodope 
mountain chain and to the north of the 
river Vardar. Col. Jankoff is directing 
the movements of the bands in the 
southern part. 

-News of severe fighting is still com- 
ing in. At the village of Armenzi after 
a day’s fighting the Turkish troops in 
the night time massacred the entire 
population of 180 men and 200 women. 
The Turks have also massacred the in- 
habitants of the village of Velesi. The 
insurgent leader Grueff in a letter to 
Hilmi Pacha, demanded that he pre- 
vent the barbarous acts of the Turkish 
soldiers and Bashi Bazouks, otherwise 
the revolutionists would massacre all 
the Turkish inhabitants. 

The insurgents have occupied the 
mountain pass of Gergele, on the main 
line from Salonica to Uskub, and 
Turkish troops have been sent to dis- 
lodge them. 

The town of Malkoternovo is report- 
ed to be in a state of anarchy, the 
Turks plundering the houses and com- 
mitting unspeakable atrocities on the 
women. 

Constantinople, Sept. 2. — The cele- 
bration here of the anniversary of the 
sultan’s accession passed off without 
any untoward incident. The sultan 
held the customary reception and re- 
ceived the congratulations of the rep- 
resentatives of the powers and the 
state dignitaries. Tuesday evening the 
city was brilliantly illuminated. 

Salonica, Sept. 2. — According to the 
latest official estimate about 1,500 Bul- 
garians were killed in the recent fight- 
ing at Smilero, Neveska and Klissura. 
The Turkish losses are not stated. This 
estimate does include further losses 
in the Smilero district, where fighting 
was renewed August 30 and continued 
until Monday. It is reported that 650 
Bulgarians were killed in this two 
days’ battle Sarafoff, the revolution- 
ary leader, left Salonica Monday.

— The monthly 
statement of the public debt shows 
that at the close of business, August 
31, 1903, the total debt less cash in 
the treasury amounted to $923,924,357.

This decrease is accounted 
for principally by the corresponding 
increase in the cash on hand. The 
debt is recapitulated as follows: In- 

terest bearing debt, $914,541,400; debt 
on which interest has ceased since, 
$1,204,070; debt bearing no interest, 
$391,629,597; total, $1,307,375,067. 

This amount, however, does not con- 
tain $896,739,869 in certificates and 
treasury notes outstanding which are 
offset by an equal amount of cash on 
hand held for their redemption. 



Warranton, Mo., Sept. 2. — Mr. and 
Mrs. Yeater, aged respectively 60 and 
51, were found murdered at their home 
on a farm a few miles out by officers 
and neighbors who went to the house 
Tuesday.

The Secret Service Men Place Him 

Under Arrest and Had Him Locked 
Up — He Had Been Practicing 
With a Revolver Recently.

Oyster Bay, L. I., Sept. 3. — A man 
giving his name as Henry Weilbren- 
ner was arrested at Sagamore Hill 
late Tuesday night while making a 
persistent demand to see President 
Koosevelt. The man was armed with 
a revolver fully loaded. He was ta- 
ken to the village and placed in the 
town prison. 

Weilbrenner was taken to Mineola, 
L. I., cn an evening train and placed 
in the custody of the county authori- 
ties. 

It appears that President Roosevelt 
was aware of the trouble the secret 
service officers had with Weilbrenner 
Tuesday night. After the man had 
&een turned back the second time, dc- 
siite his insistence that he had an en- 
gagement with the president, the offi- 
cer inquired of the president about the 
fellow. Mr. Roosevelt was in his li- 
brary only a short distance from the 
spot where the officer had stopped 
iWeiibrenner’s horse. He told the of- 
ficer he had no engagement with any- 
body. 

When Weilbrenner returned a third 
time with a demand that he be permit- 
ted to see the president, the officer 
.seized him and drew him out of the ' 
■vehicle over the front wheel. The 
noise cf the scuffle attracted the presi- 
dent’s attention. He appeared at the 
door overlooking the driveway from 
the veranda as Weilbrenner was ta- 
ken into the stables, but returned to 
the library, almost immediatelq. 

Weilbrenner has been practicing 
with Iris revolver recently, but he 
would give no reason for his interest 
in marksmanship and Wednesday said 
lie could not shoot very well. 

It appears that one of his brothers, 
who attended the examination Wed- 
nesday afternoon, is a metai worker 
and belongs to a labor union in Brook- 
lyn. Some time ago he lost his posi- 
tion and went with his wife to his •fa- 
ther’s farm at Syosset. The farm is a 
good one, but the family is in debt for 
It. and the father, Henry Weilbrenner, 
and the son who was arrested Tues- 
day night, have been working hard to 
lift the indebtedness. The son from 
Brooklyn is said to have talked a good 
deal to his brother recently about la- 
bor unions, and about the loss of his 
position. It is thought that the hard 
work and the trouble over the farm 
indebtedness had something to do with 
unsettling Weilbrenner’s mind. 



MURDERER SENTENCED. 

Knapp Will Expiate His Crime in the 
Electric Chair December 12. 

Hamilton, O.. Sept. 3. — Alfred A. 
Knapp was sentenced to be electro- 
cuted on December 12 by Judge Be!- 
*dcu. When Knapp was asked to stand 
up to receive his sentence, he was 
entirely indifferent in his attitude. He 
heard the sentence without the move- 
ment of a linger and to most persons 
in the court-room had been absolutely 
■stoical, but he was seen by a few per- 
sons to swallow rapidly at least a 
dozen times. That was the only out- 
ward indication that the infliction of 
the death penalty, as it fell from the 
lips cf Judge Belden, had the slightest 
effect upon the strangler. Before 
Judge Belden had finished reading the 
technical portion of the sentence. 
Knapp grew more indifferent and look- 
ed carelessly at the court stenographer 
transcribing it to her note book. Knapp 
laughed at one of his own jokes, when 
being taken from the court-room after 
hearing the death sentence pronounced 
n lion him and said to Sheriff Bisdorf, 
“That death sentence isn't anything.” 



A TEMPERANCE HOSPITAL. 

A $75000 Structure to Be Erected in 
Chicago By Women. 

Chicago, Sept. 3. — Directors of the 
Frances E. Willard National Temper- 
ance hospital have decided to erect a 
$75,000 hospital in Chicago. The build- 
ing will be the culmination of 19 years 
of work on the part of the directors, 
all women, and will crown as success- 
ful efforts to treat diseases without 
the use of alcohol. Tae building wiil 
be five stories high and cne of the 
wards will be dedicated to the use ot 
the loyal temperance legion, a society 
of children. The staff of the hospital 
includes prominent allopathic, homeo- 
pathic and eclectic doctors. 

Big Output of Anthracite Coal. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 3.— During 
the month of August last the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western Coal Co.’s 
output of coal at the Woodward col- 
liery near here was 64,000 tons, being 
the largest tonnage ever mined by 
any single colliery in the Wyoming 
-region. 

Death of An Inventor and Geologist. 

Watertown, N. Y., Sept. 3. — Daniel 
Mintaoin. 90 years old, an inventor 
•and geologist, died Wednesday. He 
was the first in tjq's state to grind iron 
ore into paint and also to grind talc. 
He died in poverty, although he had 
accuhulated millions. 

More Silver Coin For the Philippines. 

Philadelphia. Sept. 3. — Under escort 
of a strong guard, 10,465,000 silver 
coins, aggregating $928,650, were ship- 
ped from the mint to New York, where 
they will he put on board a steamship 
• and taken to Manila. 



A DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 

Ex-Mayor’s Son Kills a Woman and 
Himself. 

New York, Sept. 3. — Henry T. Ed- 
son, 39 years of age, shot and killed 
Mrs. Fannie Pullen, 37 years old. Wed- 
nesday, and then shot and killed him- 
self. The double tragedy occurred at 
Edson’s residence. The murderer and 
suicide was Henry Townsend Edson. 
aged 39 years, a son of former Mayor 
Franklin Edson and a brother of Dr. 
Cyrus Edson. Edson is said to have 
been insanely jealous of the woman 
and wanted her to go away with him. 

The shooting occurred in the pres- 
ence of Dr. David O. Edson, the sui- 
cide’s brother, his wife. Mrs. Henry T. 
Edson, and a baggage mover named 
Thomas Wood. 

The murder and suicide appear to 
have been premeditated and followed 
a dramatic scene in which Edson ask- 
ed Mrs. Pullen, a close and honored 
friend of his wife and family, to de- 
sert her husband and children and fly 
with him to another state. Mrs. Pul- 
len was a pretty woman and is said to 
have been the daughter of a United 
States naval officer. 

Members of the Edson family insist 
that Edson was insane. There are 
many indications that Edson was mad- 
ly in love with Mrs. Pullen. 

Mrs Pullen lived with her husband. 
John F. Pullen, an auditor at the 
Grand Central station and her two 
children, Trafton. 16 years old, and 
Mary, 14 years old. 

The Edsons .were to break up their 
Home Wednesday morning as a result 
of an agreement to sign articles of sep- 
aration, reached the night before. The 
life of the pair had not^ been happy. 

Mr. Pullen, who is a vestryman of 
St. Michael’s church, made a state- 
ment Wednesday night, in which he 
branded Edson as a defaulter and for- 
ger and said that he had stolen from 
tee funds of St. Michael’s church. 

Dr. Cyrus Edson Wednesday night 
said that the intimations of improper 
relations between his brother and 
Mrs. Pullen were absolutely false. His 
brother, he said, had recently been act- 
ing strangely and had admitted that 
he was involved in financial difficul- 
ties. The shooting. Dr. Edson declar- 
ed, was committed in a moment of 
maniacal frenzy. 

STEAMER BLOWN UP. 

Twenty-Nine Persons Killed on the 
Vaskapu in the Black Sea. 

Constantinople, Sept. 3. — Three ex- 
plosions Wednesday on the Austrian 
steamer Vaskapu soon after it left the 
Bulgarian port of Bugas en route for 
Constantinople killed 29 persons. The 
vessel caught fire and had to be 
beached. 

The Vaskapu sailed from Varna, 
Bulgaria, and after calling at Burgas 
was steaming through the Black Sea 
to Constantinople when three explo- 
sions took place on board. 

The Vaskapu belonged to the Hun- 
garian Levant Steamship Co., of Fi- 
ume, Austria, and has been engaged iff 
the Black Sea service. 

She was built in New Castle in 1S9\ 
and was a steamer of 1,076 tons. She 
was 260 feet long and 36 feet beam, 
and a depth of 16.9 feet. 

London, Sept. 3. — In a dispatch from 
Vienna reporting the destruction of 
the steamer Vaskapu in the Black Sea 
the opinion is expressed that the Bul- 
garian revolutionaries were responsi- 
ble for the explosion. 



TRAGEDY IN A THEATER. 

Ten-Ycar-Old Lad Shot and Killed By 
a Minstrel Performer. 

Birmingham. Ala., Sept. 3. — While 
the Star minstrel troupe, of Birming 
ham, was giving a performance in Li- 
brary hall, Bessemer. Wednesday 
night, a tragedy occurred in which Ed- 
win Neeley, a South Birmingham lad 
of 10 years, lost his life. Near tie 
close of the perfomance the people on 
the stage were supposed to fire a vol- 
ley of blank cartridges from revolvers. 
One was loaded, and the bullet took 
effect in young Neeley, killing him in- 
stantly. Wade LaSalle, of Birming- 
ham. one of the minstrels, gave himself 
into the hands of the authorities stat- 
ing that after the tragedy he discov- 
ered that the chambers of his revolver 
that had not been fired were loaded 
with ball cartridges. 



Golf Champion Defeated. 

Glen Cove, Sept. 3. — Lewis James, 
of Chicago, the national golf cham- 
pion, was beaten Wednesday in the 
first round by Archibald Graham, of 
the North Jersey Club. Paterson, N. J. 
Graham won by 4 up and 2 to piay. 



Baron Rothschild Sentenced to Prison. 

Paris, Sept. 3. — Baron Henri de 
Rothschild appeared in the police 
court to answer the charge of auto- 
mobile scorching. He was sentence 1 
to one day’s imprisonment and a fine 
of ten francs. 

Russia Applies for Space. 

St. Louis, Sept. 3. — Commissioner 
General Alexadrovsky has applied for 
5,000 square feet of space in the ag- 
ricultural building for the Russian gov- 
ernment, which desires to make ex- 
hibits in Russian-grown cotton and tea. 

New Counterfeit Bank Note. 

Washington, Sept. 3. — The secret 
service has reported a new counter- 
feit $20 bank note on the Mechanics’ 
national bank, of New Bedford. Mass. 
The series of 1882, check letter B, 
charter No. 743. Bruce, Register; Wy- 
man, Treasurer. 

Chicago Trunkmakers on Strike. 

Chicago, Sept. 3— A strike of 700 
trunkmakers, followed by a lockout, 
has tied up seven manufactories of 
trunks, sachels and dres3 suit cases, 
practically crippling the industry in 
Chicago. Nearly 1,000 men are idle.

They Paraded Through the Prin- 
cipal Streets of St. Paul. 



Two Squads of G. A. R. Men Were in 

Line — Gen. Charles King, of Wis- 
consin, Elected President of 
the Organization. 

S5t. Paul. Minn., Sept. 2. — The army 
of the Philippines held a two hours’ 
session Tuesday and selected St. Louis 
as the place for the next annual re- 
union. In an address of some length, 
Gen. Irving Hale delivered a glowing 
eulogy on the work of the army in 
the Philippines and then discussed 
pending legislation of the convention. 

Gen. Hale scored a hit in his address 
when he declared that the national so- 
ciety of the army of the Philippines 
were here to stay, and that it must 
never allow itself to be absorbed. He 
said: “An important matter for our 

consideration is the relation of this 
society to the several other societies 
of the Spanish-American war. We 
must co-operate with them so far as 
possible, and no doubt in time many 
ot them will combine with others. 
But it must be understood that we 
must never merge this society into 
any other. It has a distinctive char- 
acter and is destined to live and grow 
in American history.” 

Gen. Hale in his address spoke in 
favor of the retention of Secretary 
Schutte. fie also favored a change in 
the constitution, which would admit 
contract surgeons to membership. 

Secretary Shutte’s report showed 
that during the past year new camps 
have been organized in 14 different 
states. 

The report of the committee on new 
ritual was adopted. 

Letters from President Roosevelt. 
Gen. Miles and Adm. Dewey were read. 

Wednesday will witness the parade 
of the veterans, preceding which there 
will be a brief business session. In 
the evening a public meeting will be 
held at which Gen. Hale will deliver 
an address. 

St. Paul, Ivlinn., Sept. 3. — Veterans 
of two wars Wednesday marched 
shoulder to shoulder through streets 
thronged with, thousands anxious to 
pay them their meed of praise. 

The parade was headed by Gen. C. 
McGreve as grand marshal, and a col- 
umn about 3.000 strong marched 
through the down town streets.

Two little squads of G. A. R. men 
called forth the greatest applause ac- 
corded any organization. The third 
division consisted of the First infant- 
ry national guard. The fourth divis- 
ion also consisted of the national 
guard; also the boys’ brigade. Then 
came a dozen carriages containing 
Gov. Van Zant and staff and several 
officers connected with the army head- 
quarters. 

Next followed what was perhaps the 
most beautiful feature of the parade, 
the living flag, composed mostly of 
little school girls. 

The society of the army of the Phil- 
ippines under command of Brig. Gen. 
Hale was the last division, but by far 
the most imposing. At the head of it 
rode Gen. Hale and Gen. King and 
Col. Metcalf. They marched well and 
were greeted with cheers and waving 
hats all along the line. 

At the business session Wednesday

M. Mailley. Nebraska.

In olden times, when a jury in Eng- 
land remained impervious to the 
judge’s gentle mode of persuasion, 
fine anil imprisonment were resorted 
to. The jury that acquitted Sir 
Nicholas Trockmorton was condemn- 
ed to eight months’ imprisonment in 
addition to the payment of a large 
sum of money. In the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth a jury, having reduced a 
prisoner’s alleged crime of murder 
to that of manslaughter, was at once 
sent to prison and bound over in a 
large sum to be of good behavior. 
Penalties were likewise inflicted upon 
the innocent wife and children of the 
offending, jurymen. Even now it is 
believed by some legal authorities 
that a judge has the right to inflict 
a fine upon a juryman refusing to 
obey his directions. Such power is 
however, not exercised, except in the 
case of a juror absenting -himself 
without a cause. Of this practice 
there is the following story: 

A judge had fined a juryman for 
non-attendance. On hearing that he 
bad been unable to be present be- 
cause ot bis wife’s funeral the judge, 
whose wife was said to be not of a 
particularly gentle nature, exclaim- 
ed: “That was a good excuse indeed,

in its orib—every incident of thtlr quar.

Dr. W. G. Frost, president of Berea 
college, in the mountains of Kentucky, 
recently made the following remark at 
the Chautauqua assembly at Buffalo, N. 
Y., on the mountain feuds: 

“The absence of restraint,” said he, “is 
the sole cause of the feud. The moun- 
taineers of Appalachian America are the 
descendants of colonials, not to be con- 
fused with poor whites. They are south- 
erners who owned land, but not slaves, 
and who were loyal to the flag in the 
civil war. 

“The feud area has greatly contracted 
in recent times. Many killings caused 
by whisky or sudden anger are classed 
by newspapers with feud murders. Such 
is not true. 

“The case in Breathitt county is a po- 
litical one — an outbreak unusual, and 
not to be classed with ordinary feuds. As 
the death of Hamilton was the occasion 
of a great sermon by Dr. Knott, which 
practically ended the duel in America, 
so we may hope the storm of opposi- 
tion aroused by the death of Marcum 
may bring us nearer the end of political 
assassinations in Kentucky.”
